1. How she Encreafe cf People is our 
Wealth? It is a1 old and often de- 
monttrated Argument, and‘I need fay but 
little to it———-Every labouring Man is -én 
Encreafe to the publick Weath, by how 
much, what he gains by his Labour, amounts 
to more than He or his Family eats or con- 
fumes——For every Encreafe is an Article 
in the Gredit of the General Stock 
And for this Reafon, I fay, itis an Addition 
to the publick Wealth to have-the Price of 
Lapour-dears, of which hereafter. 

Every labouringMan then, however poor, 
encreafes the publick Wealth—— Nor is it 
enough to fay, that the publick Stock is the 
(ames for that what A. gains, B. pays, and 
it is ftill all in the Kiagdem, both A. and B. 
being Members and R¢fidents of the whole 
Body For #il} che Circalation is the 
Wealth— And every Body encreafes the 
Value, till the laf Confumer pays it-—— 
And this almoft in every ‘Article of Trade 
falls upon Foreign Export; but be it chat 
jt were at home, yet the Profi: is the fame 
‘Thing, as it encreafes the Value of the 
Thiag,, and ‘that encreac’d Value is an Ad- 
ditior to our Wealth; it.is an Advance up- 
Wn ‘the’ general Valuation of afl Things ‘a- 
mong us, and Jet it fem to be upon our 
felvesalcne, yet it isevident, it is upon 
every Thing, and mufta laft aff:& every 
Part of Trade The Domeftick and 
thre Foreign dep:nd upon one ancther 3 and 
let them be what they will, they give new 
Wajue to every Thing advancd above what 
tt was before, and that Thing f advanc’d 
witl purchafe any Thing in the World at 


there be an iotrinfick Value or no. 

I think therefore this muft be plaio, what 
ever Value we can put upon onr Labour, 
which we can make our Neighbours pay, 
muft be clearly our Gain. | 

Asic is in the Value of Labour, 0 is it 
to the Quantity; if the Labour of the In- 
duftrious is our Gan, then the more of 
thefe induftrious People, the more Gaio 
with this one Provifo, that there is Labour 
enough to ele them ; and this is an Ene 
quiry by ftfelf, ig examining, which I fhall 
make no Quet/ion to prove, that there ix 
no Want of Work in Exglavd for the Inha- 
bitants, but evidently the contrary. 

TheEncreafe of People is then our 
‘Wealth, by the Improvement upon their 
Labour; bat they are profitable anotber 
Way ftill, and that is, as they make Labour , 
for be they never fo poor, they muft eat, 
and be cloth’d, and live in Houfes 
And this brings in the fecond Equiry above- 
mention‘d.

Beggary and Sloth, I allow, is bringing 
in a Difeafe upon us——And that is not our 
Cafe ; the Queftion is, whether anAddition 
of People he an Advantage to us, tho” they 
are all POOR. My Anfwer i fhort, Poor 
and Induftrious are Poor, and Slothful or 
Begging are :t—Let the Man that labours 
be never [) poor, be # fede—— Here is a 
Help to the Employment of Land for the 
Produce of Coro aad Cattle— Hess clor¥d : 
there is the Confumption of the Wool, and 
the Encreafe of Labour ; fo that’ be the 
Man never fo poor, he is Tomething, an 
Encreafe to the Confamption, to the La- 
bour, and by Confequence to the Wealth 
of the Nation. 

If we had 100000 of thefe poor People 
here, be it that they wrought their own 
Manufa&ures, made their own Houfhald- 
Stuff and Clothes —But this is certain; they 
do not produce the Corn they eat, or che 
Wool they work with. This is the Produce 
of the Land, and this is clear Gain to the 
Publick, beevufe fome is confum’d that was 
not confum’d before— However poor thefe 
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they are your Gain, and muft be fo, while 
- you havé a Foot of Land uncultivated, or 
2 Ronnd of Wool unwrought jn the whole

It remains to enquire, in what our Want 


of People appears, and I hope to make it 


lear to you all, tho’ methioks-any chat 


_ have view’d the Face of England, night be 
~ able to fatisfie themfelves—— Without my 


Help—— But one fays, we want no Peo- 
ple in our Country ; another fays, we have 
a great many People in our Country want 
Employment ; a York/bire Man fays, all our 
People run up to you in the Sourh for Want 
of Employment; a Colchefter Man, or a 
Norwich, or a Canterbury Man tells me, we 
have fuch a vi ft Number of People with us, 
that ifthers be but alittle Stop upon Trade, 
they are ready to eat up ome another, and 
the like. 

Let me examine thefe a-part—— And 
firh I muftiay it down as a Fundamental, 
whether in Manufa@ure or Husbandry, if 
there is any Land unemploy’d, or any Trade 
unattempted— It is either Want of People, 
or Want of Stocks, that is the Occafion of 
it; Iam loth to put in the Words Sioth or 
ignorance, for it is manifeft, «edo not 
want Induftry or Knowledge in Impreve- 
ment in England, if we have cither Hands 
to doit, Stock to comipals it, dra Profpe® 
of Advantage by doing it. : 

Now, have we any Grievance in our 
Tradeat home, but what Eocreaie of Peo- 
ple would rsedrefs? Is your Produce of 
Cora o-Catrle’ too great ? ~- Tho" that be

People may be, if they are but induftrious, 


not remedy"d by the Encreafe of People to” 
Confune itemmm Is the Quaaticy of Wool in 
Britain too great ? Tho’ chat'is a Complaint 
equally foolifh—— Bue it is not for Want’ 
of an Bocreafe of People to wear it. 
Upon a rational Conjecture I may alow, 
that evéry fiogle Perfon living st the com- 
mon Rate of Plenty in England, efpecially 
here in the South, ‘confumes in Food wo 
Quarters of Wheat, four Quarters of Bar- 
ley, five Quarters of Peas or’ Beans Green, 
aBultock, fix Sheep, two Calves, and a 
Hog, and a burndred Pound of Butter, or 
Cheefe, or Milk, in ¢ Year 3 ‘befides Fowls, 
Fith; Froi¢, and-Garden-Stuff. 
Now to examine, how much Land the 


Proportion of this will employ, is pretty 


difficult to do nicely; but I believe, 1 fhail 
be allow’d not to-exceed 3 if I fay, che Corn 
Part, according ¢o a middling Crop, will

Now, leftI fhould be thought to calcu- 
late extravagantly upon our Food, as if all 
England liv'd as luxariantly as we do here 
in the South; or as if the Poor liv’d as 
plentifully as the Rich, tho’ it is manifeft, 
our poorer Sort (1 don’t mean the miferable 
Poor) but the working Poor, live in a mane 
ner that does not’ leffen the Confumption s 
for if the Rich, who live in Plenty, eat more 
Flefh, Beef, Matton, Veal, &c. the Poor 
oe eat more Milk, Butter, and efpeci- 

y Cheefe-—lIf the Rich eat more Pies and 
Puddings, the Poor eat more Bread—If the 
Rich drinks more Wine, the Poor general- 
ly drink more Strong Beer.3 Goaithe Con- 
fumption of the Produce is noc the lefs. 

But to avoid all pofible Cavils at my 
Calculation, which perhspel may yet make 
more exadt in my next, I'M take it at near 
malf the Quantity ; a8 cafting-the Coa- 
famption of Food, and the Ranksof People 
into a Medium, I believe, whoever knows 
theMannet of our living in Bngiend one with 


anothe,, will allow my Calculation to be
